d a y s was made in an effort to find 
th e body of the supposed dead man 
w ithout result, and no tra c e of him 
could be found. 
Several m onths ago Joseph Fergu­ 
son, a form er young Sedalian, wrote 
to relatives b< re that he lied seen 
W ebster iii O m aha 
Neb., 
but 
the 
m issing 
man 
could not be located 
afterw ard. 
Mr. W ebster, 
it 
seem s, 
suffered 
from lapse of m emory. He states that 
he rem em bers nothing from the tim e 
of his disappearance at W arsaw un­ 
til he was Ll a hospital at Peoria, 111. 
H e has vague recollections oj a fte r­ 
w ard 
going 
to 
Quincy 
and 
Rock 
Island, 111., and also m aking a trip to 
Indiana, but cannot till what cities 
he visite<l in the Hoosier sta te 
Nei 
th o r can he rem em ber dates during 
the interim from the tim e of His dis­ 
ap pearance until last N ovem ber, when 
he landed in Om aha. 
In O m aha lie spent the. winter, but 
nothing seem s exactly clear to him. 
even during 
his 
long 
stay 
there. 
w here he worked in a cafeteria. 
About a m onth ago Mr. W ebster 
left O m aha and went to Cheyenne. 
Wyo.. and on August 5 w rote to rein 
tives here th a t he was there. 
In response to his letter nis rein 
tives advised that he com e on home 
ami he im m ediately arran g ed to do so.

that

tim es he had planned w riting hom e, 
and on a few occasions did so

O ther letters he tore up. l>eing under

Mr. W eb ste r reached Sedalia last 
T uesday night, hut th e news of his 
arrival has been closely kept from 
those aside from his Im m ediate fam ily 


until Sunday, when a reporter for the 
Democrat learned that he was here. 
He was w earied from his long jo u r­ 
ney home. and it was feared that any 
undue excitem ent 
might 
cause him 
much w orry, which cause is given by 
th e fam ily for keeping his arrival to 
them selves.

Long-range guns make it pos­ 
sible for one army to get near enough 
to another to see it. 
But much more important still is 
the fact that the telegraph lines at 
the scene of a battle are inevitably in 
possession of the contending armies. 
No civilian can get a change, even if 
lie saw a battle intimately enough to 
tell what is going on, to send any re­ 
port of it by wire. 
The military^ authorities wouldn’t 
permit it. 
Were a correspondent to 
see a Hat tic* be could at most only 
see a small part of it. 
Then lie 
would be compelled to ride through a 
war-controlled 
country 
hundreds of 
miles to a telegraph station not un- 
d< r military scrutiny. 
A wire even under such disadvan­ 
tageous conditions would not be cer­ 
tain, for every land now censors dis­ 
patches to suit itself.

best would be a mere driblet and a 
weak fragment. 
No foreign country knows even yet 
just what happened at Mukden. 
Nei­ 
ther the Japanese nor the Russians 
would permit any writers near the 
cene.

London, Aug. IT.— Despite repeated 
repulses, the German battalions con­ 
tinue to move forward for a decisive 
encounter, which cannot he delayed 
much longer. 
While there lias been a lull in the 
fighting in Northern Belgium, the in­ 
vaders are sweeping along th a valley 
of the Meuse, south of Namur, and 
have reached Dinant, where part of 
a strong force established behind that 
town took tile offensive and uefeated 
them.

yffhon Cut Just Before It Commences 
to Head it Is Relieved by Cows 
— W heat Is Also Good. 


Eye cat just before It commences to 
bead make** an excellent early green 
feed for milk cows. 
When In full 
bead the stalks become tough and 
woody, and much of It will be rejected 
by the stock. 
Wheat drilled at the 
rate of three bushels per acre, on rich, 
mellow ground, makes a good second, 
early green feed. 
Wheat has more 
leaf and Is much relished by all stock, 
especially cows and sows with suck 
tag pigs For a herd of twelve to four­ 
teen head of cows in full milk, one 
acre should be drilled to rye and one 
acre to wheat. 
The ground for these 
warly, green feeds should be deep 
mellow and heavily dressed with rot 
ted cow manure spread broadcast and 
well harrowed In before drilling. 
DI 
luted urine from the manure vault 
spread during the winter when ground 
Is slightly frozen, will greatly Increase 
the yield and early maturity of both 
rye and wheat. 
The rye and wheat 
for early, green feed should be seeded 
to red clover and herds grass, as a 
half yield of hay may be cut from the 
■ame field the latter part of August. 
This is the favorite method with the 
dairymen in this part of the state as 
the one plowing and fertilizing an­ 
swers for a crop of rye and several 
crops of hay, says a writer in Haiti 
more American. 
Rye, if not wanted 
for grain, w hen too tough for the cow s 
should be cut and cured for hay. 
If 
quickly cured without getting damaged 
by rain, it makes an excellent hay. 
One-half peck of salt spread to the 
ton as it is hauled in will improve its 
feeding value and also prevent mold­ 
ing in the mow.

Because of these advantages 
poultry runs should be liberal in space 
and set with fruit trees, such as ap­

etc. 
In the latter case it is better 
to set brooders or colony coops forty 
to fifty feet apart along the border 
of small fruit patches, the chicks be­ 
ing permitted to range at will. 
In setting out fruit trees consider 
their future growth, and here again a 
combination can be advantageously 
made. 
Standard apple trees should 
be set thirty-five to forty feet apart 
each way; but, as apple trees do not 
reach bearing size under about ten 
years and will not attain full size un­ 
der about twenty, it is best to set 
quicker maturing and earlier decay­ 
ing fruit trees between them.
